<iiann, however, is merely a represen- 
tation of the way in which the Italian 
holds tils hand. \Vli?n i<oizit«>d outward 
te wishes to cast the evil eye oa au 
eaemy, or when turned toward himself 
he thinks to protect liiinself from its 
malicious spell. 


Tills little rtwsnn can be bought in 


Italy of various materials, coral, tor- 
toise shell, sliver acj gold being the 
ones in higliest favor.- The coral 
charms ar« those worn by jbe poorer 
classes, since of a cheap grade of the 
material they can be botiRbt for a few 
sous. Naturally tbe aristocracy prefer 
them of gold. In Italian money these 
tiny things then cost tlie equivalent of 
about §S. 
Sometimes they are seen 


exquisitely modeled, the flngers and 
nails being as carefully cbiseied as 
marble statues. 
, 


Another small hand that the Italian 


wears as a charm ig known as tbe 
Manns Pacthea, a facsimile of r.-hich 
Is to be found in the museum In Rome. 
It Is referred to in various Egyptian 
papyri, and indeed was worn by tbe 
ancients to prevent disease and witch- 
craft and the evil eye from taking hold 
of them and to induce love and amia- 
bility. 


This band baa the thumb, the index 


and Uio middle fingers held out in a 
straight line, while tbe other two are 
turned under toward the palm of tbe 
hand. Instead of being smooth on its 
outer surface, as is the evil eye hand, 
it is corered with many mystical sym- 
bols—a tooth, a serpent, and so on. 
Each of fbese little signs has itg pe- 
culiar charm and is as well understood 
and heeded among tbe Italians today 
as formerly among the Egyptian magi- 
clans. 


The third small hand which the Ital- 


ians wear for their supposed good sa 
the so called Manns Pontiflcous, or tlie 
hand of tbe Holy Father. It shows the 
four fingers held out closely together. 
and the thumb aione is curved under 
the palm of the hand. As the Manus 
Panihea, it is covered on the outside 
with mystical symbols. — Washington 
Star.

Seistan a perfect purgatory, mitigates 
the r.wful bummer heat and clears the 
country of typhus, smallpoi. and other 
diseases rife in the country in May and 
June One would think this 120 day 
wind enough, bnt violent w inds prevail 
all through the winter from December 
to April, and blizzards are of constant 
occurrence. These winds always come 
'rom the same direction. The winter 
bliiaards are terrible, and tbe wind at- 
tain* a terrific velocity. In a blizzard 
at tbe «nd of March tbe anemometers 
registered a maximum if 1% miles an 
lour. The average velocity ror a whole 
sixteen hours was more than eighty- 
eight miles an hour 


The extraordinary frequency and \ io- 


lertce of the Seistan wind and the reg- 
ularity with which it blows from the 
same quarter are very remarkable. 
That it has blown from the same unar- 
:er in past ages is proved by the fact 
that all tbe ruins of Seistnn are built 
at the same angle, wttb their fiont aud 
back walls at a right angle to the 
wind and their side walls at the same 
angle as the wind. No wind can blow 
With such violence and 
frequency 


without leaving its mark on the coun 
ay. Its effects are everywheie visible 
n Seistan. Everything looks wind 
swept and w md stricken. Over the; 
jreater part of the country not a single ' 
tree exists 


Tbe ptesent villages and habitations 


are ail built with their backs, present- 
ing lines of dead walls ou the vund- 


Ird side. The old ruins are oriented 


at exactly the same angle on account 
of the wind. The effect of wind is ev- 
erywhere visible on thesa ruins Their 
aases are wadercut by wind ns though 
by water action. The thickness of the 
walls, the excellent quality of the 
boruad bricks made and used by the 
aacitnt inhabitants 
for the lower 


courses of their buildings and the ex- 
treme haroness and dui ability of the 
Septan,soil when made into the sun 
dried bricks of which the upper por- 
tions of the rums are composed, have 
withstood the destructive effect of the 
wind iu a wonderful manner, but In 
tbe older ruins we often find that the 
walls facing the wind have entirely 
disappeared, and only the side walls re- 
main, while in «ull older ruins only 
one or two solitary pinnacles remain to 
nuuk what -were onte large, massive 
nnd exteusiv e bui'diiigs 


The wind has buued large tracts ot 


the country under sand ilaay of the 
old ruined towns are wholly or partly 
buried in sand, and this burying process 
goes on all the j ear aud every year and 
is co\ erlng up not only valuable lands, 
but inhabited villages In Selstau, as 
elsewhere, the invading army of sand 


preceded by lines of skirmishers in 


the form 
of traveling 'bnikhans," 


horseshoe shaped sand hill;-,, which 
steadily advance until they meet some 
obstacle which retards them until the 
reserves come up to their support and 
bury all before them under hills of sand. 


On our arrival in Seistan we found 


Kilamau, a big aud flourishing village, 
bu.lt on the south side of a high ridge 
for protection from the wind. Before 
we left the sand bad a.tacked that 
ridge, surmounted it nnd buued the 
village, forcing the inhabitants to build 
a new village elsewhere. An example 
of still greatci rapidity was afforded; 
at the village oC Kilaikohun. Up to 
June, 3904, this village had a large, 
deep pond on its northern side 
By 


September—that is. less than three 
months—this deep pond was converted 
Into a sand hill some ten feet high. 


The wind, however, did not confine 


its energy To burying only. While it 
covers some tracts deep iu sand, it also 
sweeps other tracts clear of sand, ren- 
dering valuable land available for cul- 
tivation and exposing long buried ruins 
once more to view 
These are, haw- 


ever, only the milder effects of wind 
action 
The Selhtan wind in its more 


destructive moods has In places re- 
moved not only sand from p'mce to 
place, but has scoured nway tiie vv hole 
face of the country. Everywhere i 
find the sides and banks of the eunaU 
which irrigated the lauds on which the 
dwelleis of the old ruins depended left 
standing Hke walls high nbovo tbe pros, 
ent smfnce of the suitjuudliig land 
These banks, having been hardened by 
water, bav e v\ itlMood tbe at tion of the 
wind better than the surf.ue of the 
land, which ha» ail been blown away 
to «\ depth of several feet. This depth 
in places is vory considerable and wo 
find Uio outlines exposed of still older 
canals which existed at some vet ear 
Her age and which mutt lime been 
buried deep In the Kunind \\hen the 
ennuis above them, old as 'hev aid,
